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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Tandy 
etal. US 6,734,032. 

Tandy et al. discloses a semiconductor package and method of making including 
a chip (20) having an active surface (23) having a plurality of bond pads, an opposite 
back surface (24), a marking film (1) on the back surface of the chip, wherein the bond 
pads are used to bond the chip to a substrate in a flip-chip fashion (col. 7, lines 2-9), 
wherein the marking film can be a dry film, a tape or a plurality of layers of differing 
colors (see figs. 3-5 and related text). Tandy et al. does not specifically disclose using 
an underfill when bonding the chip to a substrate, but underfills are well known in the art 
to insure a secure bond.
